A very large class of Protestant Orphans, viz., those who 
have had only one parent Protestant, are throughout the 
whole North of Ireland, Dublin, Wicklow, &e., without any 
Protestant Asylum except that which this Society can 
afford. 

The object of the Orphan Refuge is to preserve the Protes- 
tantism of those Orphans, While Kom in Catholic * Orphan- 

es,” which shelter the offspring uf those unhappy mar- 
riages, have long existed, it is only within the last few years 
that Protestants have turtied their attention to the duty and 
importance of rescuing these poor children frum the dangers 
to which they are so peculiarly exposed. Although tnis

The success which has attended the system of remedial 
training in converting criminals into useful members of so- 
ciety, is as well known as it is grati ving to every lover of so- 
cial Ei Three institutions are necessary to the s¥stem : 
the Reformatory Schools which are at least preventive, the 
Conviet Prison, which is corrective, and the Reformatory 
Asylum, which as confirmately ia essential to its complete de 
velopment. It is desirable that Protestants, as, well as Ro- 
man Catholics, should have tie benetit of each of these «‘e- 
artments of the system, The Roman Catholics have estab- 
ished a flourishing Reformatary Asylum at Golden-brilge, 
or members of their communion who have been discharged 
from prison; it is surely incumbent upon Protestants to es- 
tablish a similar institution. This is now being attempted, 
and the present system of prison discipline holds out tothe 
inmates as an encouragement to good conduct the remission 
of a portion of the term of penal servitude ; the period so re- 
mitted to be passed in the unqualified libertv of the Asvlum, 
as a prepirationfor again enjoying the privileges and respon- 
sibilities of a social position, When established, the bá. 
testant Reformatory Asylum may be expected to be almost 
self-supporting, and like the schools subsidized by govern- 
ment. The Committee now trusts that the public will see 
the necessity of the institution, that its claims will be recog- 
nised, an! that the requisite funds will oe contributed.

ROMAN CATHOLIC CHAPLAINS TO WORK- 
HOUSES AND PRISONS. 
Friday it was announced that a general movement 
was about to take place on the part of the boards of 
guardians and other authorities of the metropolitan 
parishes and uniors, in resistance to the ag! got 
up by the Roman Catholies. to effect the compulsory 
appointment as well as payment of Romish priests as 
EE “on in the workbouses aní unions of this country. 
St. Pancras has taken the lesd, and the City at Lordon 
and other parishes and unions Rave expressed their 
willingness’ to co-operate in w detetmined resistance to 
these demands. i : 
At the weekly meeting of the directors and guardians 
of St. Marylebone, held in the board-room the 
workhouse, Marylebone road (Mr. Charles vor 
in the chair), commuhications were received from tile 
City of London Union and from St. Pancras, upon this 
important subject. The document from the City of 
Londo Board of Guardians states that it would mot 
be “bona fide freedom of religion and ¢dvcation It 
all inmates of workhouses, unless the same regild- 
tions male for Roman Catholics are made for : fl other 
sects of religionists therein—a system that would resulé 
in making every workhouse and prison an arena for # 
system ot proselytising or polemical discussion, rather 
than places for the relief of the destitute or correction of 
the criminal, subverting all discipline and good order iv 
these public institutions, and impeding the progress of a 
truly religious disposition amongst the fumates. This 
kingdom is essentially a Protestant kingdom—that the 
Queen is sworn as the head of the Church to uphold the 
Protestant re'igien in this country; and that the Ron an 
Catholic religion, not beiug the national religion, and 
not being recognised more than any other class of dissent, 
should not be supported, either directly or ind tectly. 
from any of the public funds ot this country more than 
any other creed or religious belief of non-confermists.” 
After declaring a  detérmination to co-operaic 
with St. Pancras in opposivg most strenuously 
these additional preterisiors of the Roman Catholics, 
who they considcred had ample opporfanity and 
privilege under the Poor Law Act for the inst?uctidn 
of Roman Catholic inmates of workhouses, fhe 
report concludes by stating that the average number 
of inmates of the City of London Union is 820 ; of that 
number fortv-four are Roman Catholics. or about five in 
every 100; that during the quarter ending Midsummer 
last twenty-four Roman Catholics availed themselves of 
the permission to attend Homan Catholic places of wor- 
ship, and during the same quartet the priest of the dis- 
trict visited the inmates fivetimes. “The communication 
trom St. Pancras requested the co-operation of all boards 
of guardians in resisting these excrbitant demands of the 
Roman Catholics, on the ground that it would be a most 
unjust charge upon the ratepayers, in direct violation of 
the feelings and principlea of this Protestant country, 
and subversive of all good government and order ir the 
workhouses of England. 
Dr. Bachhoffner moved, and Mr. Potter seconded, the 
appcintment of a committee to co-operate with other 
boards in opposing the Roman Catholic movement, 
which was carried unanimously.

New Inventions FOR Raising SuNKEN Suips.---A 
working model of an invention patented by Mr. Samuel 
Ra nbird, of Norwich, is at present on view at 25, Brazen- 
1.082-street, which cluims manyadvant iges over those in 
ordinary use. Two steamers are placed on either side ot 
the sunken ship, which, by an ingenious process, is 
encompassel with a heavy chain, to the exuremity of 
which a much lighter chain is attached. Pontoons ar. 
then lowcred on each side, and the smaller chain is car 
ried through an air-tight compartment in tie pontoon 
whose descent to the proper point under the ship is 
thereby secured. ‘To prevent the return of the pontooi 
to the surface when the air-pump is applied, the chain 
by a simple contrivance, is made fast to it, and the busi- 
ness of raising the vessel then commences. Instead of 
the entire bulk being lifted by the pontoons, and contrul 
over the ship consequently lost to a considerable extent. 
a portion of the weight is left to be raised by the chains 
which are wound round the capstans of the two steam. 
ers, and the sunken ship is gradually raised to the 
surface, The model has been seen by several engineer: 
and men of science, who express their approval of the 
principle.

LAYING THE FounpatTion STONE OF aA WESLEYAN 
ReFrourm CHAPEL.—On Saturday afternoon, in the pre- 
sence ofa large number of persons, Sir James Watts 
laid the foundation stone of a chapel about to be built 
hy the Wesleyan Reformers of Manchester, at the junc- 
tion of Boston and Chapman-streets, Hulme. ‘The chapei 
will be a neat edifice, of white brick, ornamented with 
red brick and stone: it will occupy an area of 1,157 
square yards, and will seat about 600 persons. ‘I'he cust 
of the builting will be £1,600, of which £600 has al 
ready been cullected by subscription. The ceremony on 
Saturday commenced with singing and prayer, afte: 
which Mr. W. H. Williams presented a silver trowel, 
bearing an inscription commemorative of the event, to 
Sir Jumes Watts, in the name of the Committee of 
Management and the members of the congregation. 
Mr. Williams stated that the Wesleyan Reform body 
originated from dissensions which took place in the 
Methodist Society in 1849. Among those who were 
expelled from that society on account of the liberal 
ecclesiastical principles which they entertained, were 
man; who belonged to the Wesleyan Reformers, who 
commenced their services together in 1853, in a smali 
roum in the City-road. Iu 1554 they removed to a more 
commodious place in Upper Jacksun-street, where they 
became prosperous; and the want of still greater ac- | 
commodation being felt, it was decided to build 
this new chapel. With regard tothe funds, it was 
hoped that the general rcligi®As public of Manchester 
would assist the new congregation. It was intended thai 
the doctrines taught by John Wesley should be 
preached, and that the services which had obtained such 
pre-eminence in the Methodist body should ba con- 
ducted in their fulness in the new chapel. As far as the 
government ot the new church was concerned, it would 
entirely differ from the nt body, and would resem- 
ble that of the Independent Church. Sir James Watts 
then laid the toundation stoze, and after some appro- 
priate remarks, introdueed the Rev. Dr. M‘Kerrow, who 
said he deeply sympathise with the straggles an! ef. 
forts of the Wesleyan Reformers. considered that 
his friends, the Rev. James Everett and others, had 
been most unrighteously expelled, and most harshly 
and tyranically used ; and if he had had no other object, 
he would have come to the ceremony to express his 
pathy in this movement for. religious freedom. He 
the name of Wesleyan Reformers a very proper 
one, insofar as it intimated that there was a 
great moral and religious reform to be carriel on. The 
esleyan Reformers received no State aid, but recog- 
pare Damme A support ; aut. he had no doubt they 
‘ive the support of the various religious deno- 
minations who were made acquaiz.ted with the move- 
ment. The Rev. James Everett and the Rev. A. Murseli 
afterwards addressed the assembly. Subsequently a tea 
meeting was held in a tent near the foundation stone, at 
which Sir James Watts presided. sí 
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whom 1,265 had recovered, and 345 improved—and that 
594 died. | 

“ On admissions, the absolute cures in Irish asylums 
during the last two years reach 43°71 per cent., as 
against 36°99 in Scotland, 3849 in England. Indepen- 
dent of the recoveries in our asylums, there were also dis- 
charged improved 13°26 per cent. of the admissions, 
representing under both heads 62 percent. Of the dily 
average 16 per cent. recover2d, 4°20 improved; and, in 
like manner, on the total under treatment, 12°15 and 
3°30 respectively. 

“In an official report presented to the prefect of the 
Seine, 1856, a comparative tabular statement is given of 
the cures in French and English asylum:, the recoveries 
in the former being represented on the average under 
treatment, as 13°27—in the latter at 9°90 per cent. Had 
the results obtained in Irish institutions been embraced 
by the writer with those of the sister country, they 
would have modified his calculations both as to reco- 
veries and deaths, the average cures here being as 
appears nearly three per cent., or in the abstract, rela- 
tively speaking, almost a fifih over those in France. 

“ According to the tables of mortality in England 
—none exist in this kingdom—it would seem that 
the deaths in the general population amount to about 
nine annually in every four hunired. Within the 
last two years 7°42 per cent., being, however, one 
less than in the preceding similar period, died in dis- 
trict asylums. Again, on the score of a smaller mor- 
tality, Irish asylums hold a decided advantage, being 
7°42 as regards 8°37 in the Scotch, and 10°30 per 
cent. in English asylums. Of the deaths, we regret 
to say, eight were of a suicidal, and one of a homicidal 
nature. 

“In the Eleventh and Twelfth Reports of the Com- 
missioners in Luna:y tabular returns are furnished, 
for four years, of deaths by suicide and violen:e ; the 
total amounting to 124—thirty-three of the former, 
ninety-one of the latter; and in a return ordered by 
Parliament last session, eighteen casualties, terminat- 
ing fatally, are reported as having occurred during 
the previous year in private asylums in England. It 
“may appear extraordinary that in an excitable race, as 
the Irish generally are reputed to be, deaths from 
violence should be so few. i 


“ Among the assigned causes in 2,003 of the cases in 
asylums, we find the insanity of no less than 755 trace- 
able to hereditary transmission and intemperance. In 
the last report (1857) which we had the honour t» ad- 
dress your Excellency, we noted how very much the

With regard to sex, it would appear that the moral 
predominates over the physical causes among women. 
Corporea ly weaker, and weaker in reasoning power, 
their susc2ptivilities are stronger and moreacute; hence, 
under the heads of love, neglect, jealousy, disappointment, 
&e., we find less male than female lunatics, particularly 
of the better classes, cunfined in asylums. 


“ Whether the apparent increase of lunacy in these 
countries be actually progressive, or simply referable to 
the notice which, from its public interest, has latteriy 
been bestowed on it, there can be no dout that in 
America the fact of its rapid extension is establishe I. 
In the State of New York ‘the increase of insanity 
over the increase in the ratio of the population of the 
State for the past twenty-five years is sixty per cent.’— 
a representation the accuracy of which was sustained by 
the Secretary of State tor the province.”

Ile fell with 
terrible furce,and lay asif dead. He was immediately rais- 
ed by some men who were near the place, and with the as- 
sistance of 4 couple of policemen from the guardhouse op- 
posite, placed in a car and removed to the North Infir- 
mary. Scarcely had he been gone when his wife and 
chill arrived from Queenstown, and their anguish on 
hearing of what had occurrel was beyond description. 
As svon as the unhappy man was received into the In- 
firmary, Mr. O’Rezan, the house surgeon, seeing that it 
was a serious case, despatched a messenger for Dr. 
Bullen, who at onve arrived. A most minu‘e examina- 
tion of the injured man was made, and everything done 
which could be of auy avail. The exact injuries he had 
sustained could not at that time be thoroughly ascertained, 
but that there are some severe internal ones is certain, 
and no hope is held out ofhis recovery. The unfortunate 
man, whose life may be reckoned on as thus so sadly ter- 
minated, isabout thirty years of age.— Cork Constitution.
